The 
same kind i>? spots were visible oa tho 
insteps of tbe feet. Physicians attribut- 
ed the markings to the motbsr'g con- 
stant contemplation of tbe crucifix, aud 
tbe old cronies interpreted tbe marks as 
signs of tbe child's divine mission.

Kor was she disappointed. Early in

The goldcu jubilee of PopeLfo's con- 


secration as archbishop of Perugia taktv 
place Jan. 25, and tho Catholics of thi 
United States will make tho pope a 
costly present at that time. A beautiful 
gold cross, iucrcsted with diamonds, 
pearls and rubies and valued «t §10,OUO, 
is uow being prepared by a Kcw York 
jeweler and will lo sent to Algr.

laborer* Morp Sleep. 


John McDonald, an iudn.strians and 


frugal Sootchmau of Arincordale, a sub- 
irbof Kansas City, Kan., is receiving 
he blessings of his fellow laborers. Ho 
las figured out an extra hour's sleep in 
he morning a boon for the toilers wbo 
must be at shop aud factory at 7 a. m. 
Ir. McDonald is a mechanical engineer, 
who keeps a horse to drive to his work 
ivery morning. Bnt there were some 
uconveniences attached to it by reason 
of tbe necessity of leaving a warm bed 
an hour earlier in tbe morning in order 
that tbe horse as well as McDonald 
might have time to eat and digest Ms 
breakfast. 


McDonald finally figured out a device 


that would obviate this thing. Above 
;he horse's manger be constructed a box 
with tbe bottom of it made in tbe form 
of a trap that drops down when a catch 
is pulltd. Attached to a catch is a wire 
tb«t runs vp to » pnlley snepended from 
Ute floor of the hayloft It passes over 
the pnlley and out through a small bole 
in the ride of the barn above the door. 
From there it is stretched along the 
yard, through rings at tbe top of poles, 
and is passed through a email aperture 
in the casing at tbe top of tbe backdoor 
of the bonse, thence around tbe kitchen 
wall, np a stairway to McDonald'8 bed- 
room, terminating \vith a vrcoden ha 
die in arm's reach of his bed. 


At night when McDonald reaches 


home and stables his horse, be fixes his 
beddiug of straw, puts a sufficient quan- 
tity of hay in tbe rack for two xaeals, 
puts a measure of feed in the animal's 
manger for supper and in the box o^er 
his manger for brealrfast. Then his sta- 
ble work is demo lor the cijjht, and for 
the morning too. At 5 o'clock in tbe 


.irniijg McDonald awakens and pulls 


tbe string at his bedsiar, and the feed 
drops from the box to ths manger, and 
the horse J.-ns before hia his breakfast. 
McDonald turns over anu sleeps till C 
o'clock. Thuii he gets up cud lias noth- 
ing to do but eat his own breakfast, 
bitch up and go to work. 


McDonald is net yet satisfied. He has 


in mind a swiuging harness that will 
drop on the iicrsc's back and snap to- 
gether when the catch on the feed box 
is pulled. He suys his only desire is to 
invent such a combination of labor sav- 
ing macbmery that will enable work 
iiigmeu to cujoy the early morning 
Euooze.

To uuilcri-tand this delay and tbe 


guddt:n cbuuges made iu tbe time 
taLlu it will be nocehsary to go baok 
to tbe headquarters and to watch 
the general sui.cnntendent and tba 
train di.-i>at"her. Altbough laauy 
trains running on tbe line are bua- 
drede of niilos away, tbe_cxact posi- 
tion of every ono every second in 
tbe hour is *:uo\vn and recorded. 
A tolegrapli o^jcrator is working m- 
dufetnouhly in tbe ofiice ot tbe train 
dibpatcber, recuiviag and Bending 
orders. The running orders or all 
the trains are directed from this 
oGice. Each engineer lias orders to 
make a certain run according to the 
time table unless other orders from 
headquarters interfere. 


IS an accident happens on tbo 


road, tbe train dispatcher knows it 
almost as t-ooii as the passengers. A 
breakdown of some local train OD 
the main line may upset all the cal- 
culations of thodny. Immediately 
the expresses running on that line 
must bo stopped before a collision 
occurs. A snowstorm may blockade 
a train on the northern branch oi 
tbe road, and thereby make neces- 
sary a change in the regular sched- 
ule. 


A train from the west is half an 


hour behind perhaps and this inter- 
feres with tho regular running of 
the other trains. 
Arrangements 


most be made to let trains pass 
without accident. The express trains 
nearly always have tbe right of 
way. A western express may be be- 
hind time and start out five minutes 
ahead of some special express. In 
this instance it must give the spe- 
cial the right of way, and it is 
torced upon tome riding. Tbe spe- 
cial express passes without losing a 
minute. 


There are SO trains coming and 


going, one behind time, another 
ahead, probably, and each crowding 
out another. The train dispatcher 
has to regulate this tangle and keep 
things running smoothly. Thus it 
is that the engineer of a flier may 
suddenly find lameelf sidctiacked. 


Should the train dispatcher make 


a mistake, or tail to make arrange- 
ments for two last moving trams, 
the block signal system would prob- 
ably prevent an accident. The block 
towers are connected by telegraph 
lines and a bell -code enables tbe 
men to communicate directly with 
each other. They can stop a train 
At any moment by means of their 
signals, independent of orders froas 
headquarters. Thus the engineer 
depends entirely upon others to 
keep the track clear, and he merely 
runs his traits as near schedule time 
as possible and keeps* bis iron steed 
in perfect condition.

Spanish oranges is owing to tha large 
yearly exports of mir own luscious prod- 
net *o London, whero ocr frnit Cuds a 
rvady market nnd in considered a great 
luxury. Betiides there are many Ameri- 
cans who have cultivated a taste for the 
flao Valencia fruit, and tboy will ap- 
parently have nothing else. Sotopleasa 
both English ncd Amerirara consumers 
we export and import large quantities 
of oranges. 


"Valencia exports mom oranges than 


any other city in the world. It largely 
snppli«8 England, sending there anunnl- 
ly some 40.000,000, in boxes holding 
500 each. Tbe country in the neighbor- 
hood of tbo city is flat nud has some- 
thing of tbe aspect of a market garden. 
All pcrnitroptcal frmts grow there, aud 
raisin and W4uo grapes, rice and mnl- \ 
berry trors flourish especially. Bnt the ' 
growing of oranges for exportation is , 
the chief industry 
So great is tbe for- \ 


cign demand far the fruit that when I 
was iu Valencia in tbo harvest season 
of 18S(i I fonnd it next to impossible to 
boy a first rate orniigu, tho best being 
packed for shipment, Thoso coramonlv 
e'Atcn by the inhabitants are tbe nnnll 
mandarins.
